Proceedings in Light of Lapse of Appropriations. Although Plaintiff opposes a general 
stay. Plaintiff has not taken a position on an extension that is "reasonably short. "In an 
exercise of the Court's discretion, the Court shall GRANT-in-PART and 
DENY-in-PART Defendants' 9 Motion.
